After completing the physical exam- 
ination of the men in the first 1400 
numbers on its list, the Local Board 
for Division No, 1, of Montgomery 
county, which takes in Lower Merion 
and Cheltenham townships, and Xar- 
berth borough, found that only 247 
men, out of the whole 1400, had failed 
to take out exemption claims. 

The others either failed to pass the 
physical examination, or did not ap- 
pear at all, or else they had persons 
dependent upon them. A very large 
group was also already in the Army 
or Xavy and still another good-sized 
block were students of divinity at the 
Seminary of St. Charles Borromeo, at 
Overbrook. There is also a large class 
of aliens who had to be dischaged. 

The hoard announced the granting 
of a number of claims for exemption, 
but has still another large list of 
claims to pass upon. In cases previ- 
ously disposed of 01 cases were turn- 
ed down, so that the board now has 
nominally 80S men for service. 

But many of the 308 have taken out 
industrial claims with the District 
Board at Lancaster. The board has 
to furnish 397 men and from present 
indications may have to call between 
500 and GOO more men for examina- 
tion, some time next week, which will 
bring the district to its 2000th man. 
Many whose claims have already been 
denied have appealed to the District 
Board. 

Mrs. Joshua L. Bailey, of ITaverford. 
has added to appeals already taken 
out by her husband an appeal from 
the board in finding him physically 
fit, and this case will have to be 
threshed out at Lancaster. Bailey 
claimed dependency and that lie is a 
I conscientious objector-.

FKKE MAIL DKLIVKRY 

FOR OVERBROOK 



Residents of a great portion of 
Overbrook, and also those living on 
the city line as far as Latche's lane 
will now receive mail by three daily 
deliveries, following the establish- 
ment, Friday, of routes throughout 
the community from the Fifty-third 
and Lansdowne avenue post office. 

The old independent post office of 
Overbrook, 2125 North Sixty-third 
street, closed Thursday midnight, and 
a contract station for the selling of 
stamps and the registry of letters was 
opened at the grocery store of Wil- 
liam Mclntyre, whose premises aa- 
join that of the old office. Overbrook 
has maintained the independent sec- 
ond class post office for a number of 
years. 

Upon complaint of residents, who 
desired a mail delivery, a move was 
made by which Philadelphia was given 
postal Jurisdiction over most of the 
suburb. Persons living beyond 
Latche's lane will receive no delivery 
but will get their mall at the Merlon 
post office, in the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion. 

Merion will have a new post office 
completed November 1, which will 
provide larger accommodations and 
space for 300 boxes.

Men — Narberth Takes Lead- 
ing Part in Main Line 
Demonstration 



Last Sunday morning those mem- 
bers of Narberth Home Guard who 
take part in the weekly drills, attend- 
ed the Presbyterian Church in a body. 
Twenty-five men turned out, and the 
usual large morning attendance was 
augmented by many visitors, crowding 
the main auditorium and overflowing 
into the Sunday school room. The 
building was handsomely decorated 
with the stars and stripes, and a large 
delegation from the Sunday school 
joined the congregation in singing 
appropriate hymns of patriotism. 

The sermon preached by Mr. Van 
Ness was one of the finest and most 
impressive ever heard in Narberth. It 
was pervaded by the loftiest spirit 
of pure patriotism throughout, and

I Timothr 0:20: 'Guard That Which 

Is Committed Unto Thee. 

"We most heartily welcome among 
the worshipers in this church this 
morning the members of the Narberth 
Guard. In a most delightful spirit 
you have accepted the invitation which 
we gave you, and we are hoping and 
praying that you will be greatly re- 
paid for coming with us. There is 
Scriptural authority for your organ- 
ization, and that authority is found in 
the words which I have chosen for 
our text, 'Guard That Which is Com- 
mitted Unto Thee.'

Guards,' that is to say, you have as- 
sumed the obligations and responsibil- 
ities as far as in you lies of guard 
ing our homes, our loved ones and 
our country. 

"Last April at the entrance of ou: 
country into this great war Presldert 
Wilson said: 'The supreme test of the 
nation has come. We must all speak, 
act, and serve together,' and a few 
days ago he wrote to Mr. Compere 
and the labor organizations, 'No one 
who is not blind can fail to see thai 
the battle line of democracy for 
America stretches to-day from the 
fields of Flanders to every house and 
workshop, where, toiling upward, 
striving men and women are counting 
the treasures of right and justice and 
| liberty which are being threatened by 
I our present enemies/ Yes, the battle 
i line stretches into every home in 
America. We are all in that battle 
line and he who does not hearken to- 
day to the dictates of patriotism in 
some service, ought never to expect 
to be excused by his fellow men, or 
to be forgiven for ignoring his duty 

"So let each of us, in his own best 
way, guard our homes. Until last 
April, most of us here did not realise 
how much our homes needed guard- 
\ ing. We read of the fearful cataclysm 
j of Europe, but that is three thousand 
j miles away, and we felt that it would 
! not come nigh unto us. Most of us 
I abhorred war, and still abhor it. W. 
jare all agreed that there is wrong, 
| gigantic wrong in the sinful ambitions 
and the criminal hatreds, and that 
the aggressors, whoever they may be, 
are the basest of criminals. But now 
we are asking 'What of those who 
are assailed, and what of those who 
have gone to the aid of the broken- 
hearted and oppressed and the in- 
vaded and enslaved and outraged?' 

"This is why we are in this war. 
This is why these men have organized 
this company. This is why 1 speak 
of the subject from this sacred desk, j 
To their everlasting disgrace, manv 
ministers refuse to discuss this great- 1 
est world's tragedy from the pulpit, I 
and to denounce the vilest crime- 
that ever cursed the earth and to 
warn the people against tho^f 
dangers which threaten us. Surely 
war must cease from the earth; God 
hasten the day. But war will nevei 
cease through the paralysis of men's 
courage in a craven spirit, that dares 
not crush the serpent's head that is 
lifted against the well-being of j 
humanity. And so we have been i 
slowly forced to think that we ave | 
in the gravest of danger. We have 
read of the ravage of Belgium anc 
the enslavement of Serbia, and the 
massacre of a million Armenians, and 
the destruction of the Jews and 
Syrians of the Holy Land, and the 
desolation of Poland and we are 
forced to believe that a similar fate 
would he imposed upon us if it could 
be done. My friends, we can no longer 
cry 'Peace, when there is no peace.' 
We want this dreadful war to ceaso, 
but it must not cease until the powec 
that deliberately plans and executes 
such outrages has been broken. Men, 
what would you do if, when you came 
back from your work some evening 
you found your home a mass 
of ruins over the dead bodies 
of your wives and children? Or il 
you found that they had disappeared, 
forced by brutal monsters at the 
point of the bayonet into a life of 
captivity? I ask you, if America re- 
fuses to-day to climb up to her Cal- 
vary that will save her from such a 
fate, who in the days to come will 
hold us guiltless? The just God who 
withheld not his only Son from the 
Cross could not look with favor upon 
a people who would put their own 
concern for comfort and ease above 
the holy claims of righteousness ami 
liberty. 

"To each us of therefore ther^ 
conies a holy commission from UK- 
King of kings, 'Guard that which ii 
committed unto thee.' What can yoi 
and I do, who for good and sufficieiv 
reasons cannot go to the trenches : 
In the first place we must do all wc 
can to help those noble young men 
who have placed their lives upon 
the altar of their country, ready for 
service and if need be for sacrifice 
We must help them. We must guard 
them from all foes in the rear. We 
must furnish them with abundant 
food and clothdng, and also we mu;it 
to a large extent clothe and feed the 
nations with whom we have mad' 
common cause. It is evident to every 
thinking man that our industries, on- 
farms, out gardens and mines and 



shipyards and factories and railways 
and everything must be made more 
effective, and that the men and women 
who devote themselves to these things 
will be serving their country just as 
truly as the men in the trenches. And 
whoever of us fails to assume the 
duty of careful and provident con- 
servation of forces of every sort, is 
failing in a criminal way in the de- 
fense of our country. 

"In a second way we must guard 
our sailors and our soldiers from the 
moral evils that confront them on 
every side. There are some things I 
cannot speak of here, but you know 
that the ravages of vice in this war are 
fearful. Do you not know that these 
evils are gnawing at the heart of our 
nation and sapping her life's blood, 
and you and I have not done our duty 
until by our prayers to God and our 
petitions to men we have done our 
utmost to wipe out this fearful stain 
of immorality. 

"And what shall I say about strong 
drink? I believe this war will not, 
have been fought in vain if this curs'- 
can be wiped off the face of the earth. 
England seems to have come to a point 
where she must decide between beer 
and bread. 

"And now this last word. We stand 
for the defense of our homes. 'Guard 
well that which lis committed unto 
thee.' The dearest and most sacro.l 
spot on earth is home. Around it are 
the most sacred associations, and 
about it cluster the sweetest 
memories. Our national life will 
never rise higher than our home life. I 
The most beautiful picture that Go-:! 
has ever painted is that of a father 
and mother who love Jesus Christ, 
taking hold of the hands of their 
children and leading them on in the 
pathway of righteousness. And the 
blackest picture that the devil has 
ever painted is that of a father and 
mother without Christ, taking hold of 
the hands of their children and lead- 
ing them into a Christless life and 
down the broad way to destruction. 
In these closing moments I bid you 
guard well our altar fires. I believe 
that this is the most important thing 
that any of us can do. There is an 
atmosphere of souls as well as of 
seas and skies, and our chief business 
in guarding the home is to create 
such an atmosphere for the physical 
and mental and moral and spiritual 
growth in the home, that there will 
ever be developing a character like 
unto that which is divine. Is the 
Bible an open book in your home? Ts 
the voice of prayer heard in your 
home? Is the Sabbath day remem- 
bered in your home? Is there a family 
altar in your home? These are the 
safeguards which God has committed 
unto us, 

"Are we doing all we can for our 
boys? Let us keep the altar fires 
burning brightly.

APPEALS TO NARBERTH

The following letter has just been 
received from Miss Sarah P. Bedford, 
librarian of the West Chester Library 
Association, who is the head of the 
library district of the American 
Library Association which includes 
Narberth. The association has been 
asked by Raymond B. Fosdick, chair- 
man of the Commission on Training 
Camp Activities, to assume respon- 
sibility for providing adequate library 
facilities in the thirty-two canton- 
ments and National Guard training 
camps, now opening throughout the 
country. It is proposed to erect in 
each camp a library under the direc- 
tion of the American Library Associa- 
tion, the funds to be secured from 
private sources. Secretary of War 
Baker is chairman of the Library War 
Council. The library system will con- 
sist not only of books, but of build- 
ings and equipment, all under the di- 
rection of the association. "One dollar 
apiece from the stay-at-homes will 
give to those who are fighting our 
battles some of the pleasure they 
crave, relieve the pang of homesick- 
ness and loneliness, and keep them in 
touch with the life they vacated. The 
letter follows: 

"Mr. A. J. Loos, Chairman Civic 
Association, Narberth, Pa., 
Dear Sir: — I write to you as one 
active in civic welfare about the 
movement started by the Ameri- 
can Library Association to fur- 
nish libraries and books in the 
thirty-two cantonments in the U. 
S. for the soldiers and sailors in 
camps and at the front. The de- 
mand for books and reading by 
our soldiers should be met. The 
country and State have been dis- 
tricted—each town to be assessed 
f> per cent. of its population. 
Narberth at 3000 would be $150. 
The money may be raised in any 
way you choose. In many towns 
a committee of ten raises the 
money. In others, the various 
societies and clubs do it. I am 
assisting Miss S. M. Alsin, of 
Conshohocken, who can give you 
more information than I can. 
Hoping that Narberth may be will- 
ing to do its share, 
Verv truly, 

Sarah P. Bedford. 
P. s.— The week beginning Sep- 
tember 24 is the time when the 
money will be raised all over the 
U. S."

] ity Club, the Ladies' Auxiliary of the 
i Y. M. C. A., the fire company, the 
! Tennis and Ball Club, the director of 
Narberth Home Guard, presidents of 
Council, School Board and Board of 
Health, and every other organization 
in the borough is hereby requested to 
co-operate with the Civic Association 
in this work. 

I will take the liberty of asking all 
contributors who do not hand theii 
contributions directly to those who 
solicit them, to remit to Mr. Daniel 
Leitch, cashier of the local branch of 
the Merion Title and Trust Company, 
feeling assured that Mr. Leitch will 
be willing to act as treasurer. 

Remember, the need Is urgent, and 
the time is short. Narberth has done 
nobly in every other activity for the 
welfare of our soldier and sailor 
boys, and I am confident she will re- 
spond generously now.
